A smoke detector would probably have saved 
the life of a rural Granite City man killed in an 
early morning trailer fire Saturday, local fire 
officials said.

A space heater is believed to 
have been the cause of the blaze.

“This is the highlight of my professional 
career,"’ Sommer said. “I never suspect:

In the past 47 years, Sommer has been 
recognized many times for his contributions 
to the culinary profession. In addition to his 
induction in the Hall of Fame, Sommer was 
voted the number one chef in America by the 
American Academy of Chefs, and was named 
one of the top 100 chefs in the world. 

Sommer started his formal culinary 
training in the U.S. Navy during World War 
II. He served 10 years in the Navy. 

“I went to every type of school the Navy 
had to offer in food service,’’ he said. 

He added that the Navy had a reputation

‘On 
ships we had refrigerators, so consequently 





we didn’t have to have dehydrated food like 
the field troops did.” 

Eventually, Sommer became the personal 
chef for Adm. Chester A. Nimitz, 
commander-in-chief of the Pacific Fleet. 

“He was a tremendous, good gentleman,” 
Sommer said. ‘‘The Navy was his life and his 
love.”’ 

Nimitz also demanded good food. 

“He liked breakfast,”’ Sommer said. ‘‘I used 
to make Eggs Benedict almost every morning 
for him.” 

Sommer said the best Part of his job is ‘the 
satisfaction you get from pleasing ple al 
creating new. ‘and ‘different dishes"? ” 

He said good cooking also requires 
planning. 

“The entreeris the basis of a ment; 
everything else is built around that,’ he said. 
“If Thave a heavy entree, I’m Boing to have 
a light starter. I'm going to have a light soup, 
a light salad.” : 

He also said a good cook will put his or her 
heart and soul into it. x 

“They have a passion for cooking and can 
really understand it and get the good aromas 
by mixing the herbs and spices,” he said.

Art of dying 
needs work 


“They Shoot Horses, Don’t 
They?” Some of us still 
remember the movie of a 
number of years ago, one I 
found the most depressing I’ve 
ever seen, as well as featuring 
what I consider Jane Fonda's 
finest performance. 

Well, this column has | 
nothing to do with the movie. 
Actually, they don’t shoot 
injured horses these days. At 
least those I’ve seen put down 
have been given an injection, 
the effect of which is almost 

instantaneous. 

For those of us who care for 
animals, it’s nearly 
heartbreaking to witness but a 
relief if, as in the case of the 

( first time I saw it done, you've 

\\watched a horse with a 
shattered front cannon bone 
struggle to rise several times, 
only to fall again each time. 

What brought all of this to 
mind? In late November, 
newspapers across our broad 
land carried a story on the 
results of 4n eight-year study, 
funded by the Robert Wood 

Johnson Foundation and 
focusing on 10,000 terminally 
ill patients and aimed at f 
testing ways to make death in 
a hospital more humane. 


There seems to be 
enough blame to 
spread around 
among doctors, the 
patients themselves, 
family members of 
the patients, and 
that fuzzy thing 
called ‘the system.’ 


The results of the study were 
published in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association 
and they were disheartening, 
to understand the case 

We're not talking about 
hospital patients for whom 
some hope of survival and 
possible cure exists. These 
were dying people and at least 
half of those studied died in 
pain. Needless pain 

Why did this happen; who 
were the villains of the piece? 
The conclusions of the study 
seem to indicated no single 
person or group on one hand 
and everyone on the other. 
There seems to be enough 
blame to spread around among 
doctors, the patients 

themselves, family members 
of the patients, and that fuzzy 
thing called “the system.” 

Silliest reason of all, of 

course, is a reluctance to give 
sufficient drugs for fear of 
addicting the dying patient,

because it’s available. 

The more I read about the 
study’s conclusions, the more 
it became apparent that there 
exists a major failure in terms 
of communications. Patients _ 
fail to communicate with their 
doctors about their wishes. 
Additionally, they do not make 
clear to their family members 
exactly how they wish to die in 
the event they become 
terminally ill. Too often, 
doctors don’t ask or even 
explain options 

So, it appears that in 
addition to signing living wills 
and providing copies to 
everyone who could possibly 
require them, it might be a 
good idea to Sit down and spell 
it out in detail, both in 
conversation with all these 
people and in writing. 

Make it clear, preferably 
concise, and in words of as few 
syllables as possible. Leave 
nothing to chance or open to 
possible misinterpretation. 

Inevitability. ‘‘In the long 
run, we are all dead,” John 
Maynard Keynes once said and 
he hit that nail on the head 
None of us are out there 
waving our hand in the air and 
shouting, ‘“‘Me next! Me next!” 
but the day we visit our 
lawyer to make our will, we’re 

acknowledging that, 
eventually, it’s going to 
happen. How or when, we 
don't know, but I see nothing 
amiss in wanting to have as 
much say-so as possible about 
the “thow.””

‘There’s 
a lot to be said in favor of 
sudden death. And most of us, 
if we think about it seriously, 
realize that there are worse 
things in life than death, one of 
them being an evening spent 
with an insurance salesman, 
according to Woody Allen. But 
if my own demise isn’t sudden, 
don’t worry about addicting 
me to drugs 

Since Dr, Jack Kevorkian 
came on the scene, we’v.

dirty word. It isn’t. Look it up 
It comes from the Greek (eu:

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Medicare Part B premium to decrease on Jan. 1 


By Bill Hunot 
For only the second time in history, the _ 
monthly premium for Part B of Medicare will 
decrease. Effective Jan. 1, the premium will be 

$42.50 — a decrease from $46.10 in 1995 

The decrease was caused, in part, by the 
dispute in Washington, D.C., over the federal 
budget. A 1990 law had set the premium for 
1991 througlr 1995. Because Congress and the 
president have failed to reach a budget 
agreement, the 1996 premium, by default, was 
set using pre-1991 rules. 

The Part B premium first decreased in 1990 
when some coverage provisions were repealed 
Medicare also announced that the Hospital 
Insurance (Part A) deductible will increase in 

January. The deductible is the amount a 
Medicare patient pays for virtually all 
in-patient admissions to the hospital. In 1996, 

+ the Part A deductible will be $736 — up from 
$716 in 1995. 


Q. I expect to have to pay income taxes on 
my Social Security benefits which started this 
year. Will Social Security send me a statement 
of how much benefits I received in 1995? 


A. Yes. In January, Social Security will send 
a statement, called an SSA-1099, showing the 
total benefits you received in 199: 

The SSA-1099 statement comes with an IRS 
Notice 703 which will help you determine if you 
must pay income taxes on your Social Security 
benefits. Individuals with income above $25,000 
and couples with income over $32,000 pay 
income tax on part of their Social Security 
benefits. Complete the work sheet on the 703 
and if you still have questions, call the IRS at 
1-800-829-3676 and ask for Publication 915, Tax 
Information,on Social Security Benefits. 

Q. Why is there a limit to the amount of 
earned income that is taxed by Social Security 
argent. 





A. Social Security benefits are based on 
earnings replacement rates. In other words, 
benefits are designed to replace part of the 
earnings a worker loses when he retires 

When Congress designed the formula used to 
compute Social Security benefits, it recognized 
that workers with low incomes are less likely 
to have other pensions, savings and 
investments in their retirement years. So 
low-income workers were given a higher 
earnings replacement rate 


For example, a retiree with a steady work 
history at about the federal minimum wage 
can expect 65 percent of his pre-retirement 
earnings to be replaced by Social Security 
Compare that to the average 40 percent 
replacement rate for retirees with earnings 
around the maximum Social Security earnings. 

Higher earnings still mean higher benefit 
amounts. But low-income workers get a better 


deal when you compare their investment in the 
program (Social Security taxes) to the return 
on that investment (Social Security benefits). 

The higher the Social Security maximum tax 
base, the lower the earnings replacement rate 
will be for wealthier wage earners. Taxing all 
earnings would leave the wealthiest wage 
earners with a replacement rate of only 15 
percent 





One of the reasons Social Security enjoys 
broad popular support is that even the 
wealthi taxpayers can expect to get 
ie returns on their tax dollars. 
ing taxes and reducing replacement 
vealthier taxpayers would erode 
id political support for Social 
programs.

Attomey At Law 


Sometimes employees inquire whether they 
are entitled to unemployment benefits if they 
voluntarily leave their job. The answer to this 
question depends upon their reason for leaving 
their employment. Illinois law provides that an 
employee will be ineligible for unemployment 
insurance benefits if he voluntarily leaves his 
job “without good cause attributable to the 
employer.” 

What if an employer increases the worker's 
job duties without the employee's consent? In 
Such a Situation, many workers will claim that 
the resulting job-related pressures affect their 
health. Is an employee allowed to resign his 
position under such circumstances and still be 
entitled to unemployment benefits? 

In one recent case, an employee was hired as 
a tool grinder. Approximately one year later, his 
job duties were increased to include the tasks 
‘of tool room attendant and equipment washer. 
Later, an apprentice quit and the worker was 
given an even greater work load 

The worker complained about the increased 
job duties, but the employer told him that it was 
a small shop and he should be willing to do the 
additional work. Eventually the employee quit 
the job, primarily because he felt the increased 
job duties adversely affected his health. The

employee applied for unemployment benefits, 
claiming that a physician had deemed him 
physically unable to perform his work. He also 
maintained that the substantial changes in his’ 
work load constituted “g cause” for leaving 
his “employment. The employer opposed his 
claim for benefits. 


The Appellate Court in this case found that 
the employee was in fact ineleigible for 
unemployment benefits. They held that the 
physician's statement was insufficient to 
establish that he was physically unabie to per- 
form the work. In addition, the Court felt that 
the additional duties assigned to the worker did 
not result in such a substantial job change as 
to constitute “good cause for leaving the 
employment.” : 


The result in this case may have been dif- 
ferent if the physician had stated more em: 
phatically that th employee could not perform 
the work. Likewise, the Appellate Court may 
have allowed employee to collect 
unemployment if his job duties had clearly 
become intolerable as a result of the change in 
job description. This case does indicate that an 
employee who leaves his job voluntarily will 
have a difficult time convincing a Court that he 
left his job for “good cause attributable to the 
employer.”

After the recent repeal of 
federal speed limits, Lllinois 
law provided a return to the 
old limits of 70 mph on both 
interstates and other highways, 
including those with two lanes. 


But Edgar invoked another 
section of the law permitting 
lower limits to be set based on 
safety studies by the Illinois 
Department of Transportation. 


The only changes the gover- 
nor permitted were on about 
230 miles of interstate around 
Downstate cities that had been 
limited to 55 mph under feder- 
al regulations.

Illinois school law gives 
school boards ‘‘control and 
supervision of all public 
schoolhouses and grounds in 
their district."" A 1948 court 
decision (McCollum vs. Board 
of Education of District 71) 
gave school boards ‘‘wide dis- 
cretion” in the exercise of that 
power. 

State law also provides that 
the criminal trespass law 

applies fully to school proper- 
ty. An appellate court ruled in 
a 1978 case that persons tres- 
passing on school property 
after receiving notice from the 
board or its agents that they 
may not enter or remain on 
school property are guilty of a 
Class C misdemeanor (People 
vs. Thompson). 

Granite City Police Chief 
Dave Ruebhausen said his 
department would continue to 
charge unauthorized persons 
with trespassing. 

“If people go into the school 
unauthorized, without followin,

Addresses of new homes or 
businesses must be matched to 
telephone numbers and the 
database must be revised 
when businesses or families 
move, or ambulance, fire or 
police service areas change 

“We have added thousands 
of addresses since the system 
began operation (in June 
1992),’" Whipple said. ‘‘I 
probably assigned 25 addresses 
last week.”’ 

Madison County has one of * 
the largest 911 systems in 
Illinois and the largest south of 
Joliet, with 16 answering 
points for 911. 

Whipple has been active as 
the chief lobbyist for the 
lllinois association and the 
Association of Public Safety 
Communications officials in 
their work toward legislation 
to regulate wireless 911 
service. 

Surcharges on bills for 
landline telephones pay for 
operating 911 systems, but the 
groups are seeking legislation 
to authorize surcharges on 
cellular and other wireless 
telephones to pay for 
equipment needed to better 
serve those users 

Madison County 911 and 
systems in some other counties 
can answer calls from wireless 
but calls are not 
ily answered at the 
dispatching center that can 
provide the quickest response. 

In Madison County, all 
wireless 911 calls are answered 
at the Madison County 
Sheriff's Department in 
Edwardsville, no matter where 
the caller may be in the 
county. A cellular cal] from 
Alton, for example, must be 
transferred to appropriate 
emergency agencies in the 
city . 

Whipple said technology is 
available to route wireless 911 
calls to the closest answering 
point, but it is expensive

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Confused plot, too much | 
action derails ‘Money Train’ 


They’re brothers Wesley Snipes and 
Woody Harrelson. Not blood brothers, mind 
you. Woody was adopted by Wesley’s mother 
as a young boy. So the two men grew up 
together, and now they’re partners in the New 
York subway police. 

That’s the premise you’re asked to buy in 
“‘Money Train,’’ no more of a stretch than 
Arnold Schwarzenegger and Danny DeVito as 
“Twins.’? But that was comedy, and ‘‘Money 
Train’ has so few laughs, so much action and 
so much confused plotting that it’s sometimes 
hard to tell the cops from the bad guys. 

Snipes and Harrelson take turns posing as 
reeling derelicts on subway platforms, acting 
as bait for potential thieves. When they goof 
up, which is often, they face the wrath of their 
choleric chief, Robert Blake. 

Blake considers the subway his private fief- 
dom and is fanatical about the schedules of his 
trains. Especially the Money Train, a heavily 
fortified car that collects revenues from the 
stations’ toll booths. 

A new member joins the squad, Jennifer 
Lopez, who proves her toughness by taking on 
Snipes in the gym boxing ring and landing 
some telling blows. Feminists might question 
this seeming validation of a female officer’s 
worth. 

Both men are smitten with Lopez, and that 
adds tension to their already rancorous rela- 
tionship. (They even use a line from the old

Harrelson is forever goofing up with his booz- 
ing and gambling, and Snipes feels constrained 
to rescue him. When Harrelson is threatened 
by hoodlums over gambling debts, Snipes 
hands him $15,000 in cash. Harrelson promptly 
loses it to an old lady pickpocket. 

The hoodlums threaten to Kill his partner, 
and Harrelson desperately seeks a solution 
Well, there’s always the Money Train 

“Money Train” may find a market with lov- 
ers of the buddy action film, but it is deeply 
flawed. The dramatic interludes seem like 
lame excuses for spacing out the violence. The 
two stars bicker pointlessly, like actors ad. 
libbing in a drama class exercise. 

Snipes reasserts his status as a strong pres- 
ence on the screen, but Harrelson seems to be 
reworking his standard portrayal of a screw. 
up. Blake is properly mean in a role that is 
essentially a caricature. Lopez adds much- 
needed freshness; she is a genuine find. 

As a director, Joseph Ruben knows how to 
build Suspense, especially with a maniac who 
delights in immolating cashiers he robs. But he 
is unable to unravel the inconsistencies of the 
script, which is attributed to Doug Harrison 
and David Loughery.
